EQUALITY IN STAMP

RIGHT OF DOMICILE OF 
FOREIGN NATIONALS

Nationals of foreign "countries 
which no longer enjoy extraterritorial 
rights in China will be treated the 
same as citizens of other nations as 
regards thelr privileges of residence 
or domicile in this country, it was 
polnted out by woll informed circles 
here to-day.

Hitches reported in the 
negotiations for _ the ‘complete: 
liquidation of the Sian affair. ‘The 
Red armies having cast their, 
shadow so far South as within easy 
reach of the left bank of Wei River— 
actually sporadic bands of Reds 
with their headquarters in the 
‘Tsinling Hills ave in control of one 
or two small districts well south 
‘of that River—are not disposed to| 
allow General Yang Hu-cheng and, 
the commanders of the former| 
North-Eastern troops to make terms. 
with the Central Government with- 
‘out some protest. How far this 
demonstration is the sign of definite 
‘trouble and how far it indicates the 
operation of the bargaining spirit— 
not necessarily among the Reds 
alone—eannot be ascertained. In 
Nanking the arrangements for the 
Third Plenary Session of the 
Central Executive Committee of the 
‘Kuomintang are naturally creating 
‘much political activity, Mr. Wang 
Ching-wel's manifesto is one 
portent of that kind. No doubt, 
‘the Session arouses expectations of 
certain changes in the personnel 
of the Government. It were futile 
Jo attempt to assess the possibilities. 
‘To begin with, various conversations: 
have taken place at Fenghua. ‘The 
Generalissimo in recuperating his 
health there may also be taking 
advantage of the rest to review the| 
political position free from the dis- 
traetions of actual administrative 
routine. He has given more than 
one sign that he is not prepared to 
forego his right of influencing the 
decisions of the Central Govern 
ment, He may conceivably be 
analysing the political groups which 
have in one way or another made 
their contribution to recent dis- 
cussions and the conclusions which 
he ultimately reaches may have a 
profound effect on the Plenary’ 
Session’s labours. ‘The tentative 
selllement arranged with the Sian 
leaders must have some connection 
with his own personal experiences. 
‘Yot It is possible that he may decide 
to throw the weight of his authority 
more emphatically in definition of} 
those experiences when he once 
more assumes full responsibility at| 
Nanking. He will be anxious to| 
clear the Central Government of 
any charge that assurances vouch- 
safed In its name have not been 
fulfilled. 

Leaving purely party polities out. 
of account, it would seem that the 
Central Government's appeal for’ 
popular support of its policy will 
have to be based on realities rather! 
than on emotions which, however 
respectable and appropriate to the| 
Politician, do not strike the im- 
agination of the people. ‘The Gov- 
ernment has done well in con- 
solidating a strong national spirit 
but it is open to doubt whether 
suMeient depth has been secured. 
‘The nexus on which it relies for| 
carrying the people with it has to| 
be severely tested. ‘The claim that} 
resources for the resistance of 
external aggression have been 
developed may satisfy the im- 
mediate clients of the Government. 
‘The question is whether that 
achievement has established a firm 
‘bond with the mass of the people. 
Currency reform, financial and 
monetary measures of rehabilita- 
tion, an active industrial policy 
‘have their merits, Economie recon- 
struction has been made a plank in| 
the Government's programme. 
Material has been collected to’ 
facilitate approach to that problem, 


are 











‘This means that the phase of| 
political mancuvring lias nearly 
exhausted its possibilities. ‘The 
next and vital phase Is to be dis- 
cerned in some definite recognition 
of the basic needs of the pro- 
dominantly agricultural populatién. 
General Chiang Kai-shek has con- 
sistently urged this view on his 
colleagues and adopted it forcibly 
in public speeches. His prestige is 
greatly enhanced by the course of 
events and eloquent confirmation of 
the national authority of his leader- 
ship has been forthcoming. In a 
real sense therefore it is to him 
that the people look for satisfaction 
of thelr requirements. Sometimes 
when carnest discussions range 
round economic plans in terms of| 
financial schemes, banking policy, 
eurreney movements, whether in 
Shanghat or Nanking, an oppressive 
Unreality afflicts the minds of those| 
who know something of the agrarian 
siluation—the desperate efforts of| 
the farmer and peasant to snatch a 
living from the soll, after discharg- 
ing obligations to money-lender, 
landlord and tax-gatherer. The 
system of land tenure, rent charges, 
customary restrictions such as frag- 
mentation of holdings arising from 
Inheritance rights, absentee lond- 
lords, presents 2 dificult and 
pressing problem well understood 
in Its effects by the agriculturist 
but, it is to be feared only vaguely 
glimpsed in the rarefled alr of 
Seeretarlats, 

General Chiang Kai-shek, better 
perhaps than any other member of 
the Government, has been able to 
get into close” touck with the 
Agricultural needs of the country. 
His status as a national leader 
derives directly from the convie~ 
tion in the people's mind that he is 
the link between them and the 
Government whose closer associa-| 
tion with their well-being is there~ 
fore urgently required. The ques- 
tion which General Chiang Kai- 
shek may feel that he has to con- 
sider is what reorganization of the| 
administration can be effected to} 
enstire fulfilment of these expecta~ 
tions. Statements made on behalf 
of the Government may appear to 
politicians 10 be mere statements 
‘and nothing more. ‘They have an 
awkward knack of being called| 
promises by less sophisticated folk 
and no Government can afford to 
bbe accused of breaking its promises. 
Upon the shoulders of a single man 
it is impossible for this heavy 
burden permanently to rest. The| 
prestige and confidence which 
General Chiang Kai-shek inspires 
‘can be turned to national account| 
only by making the agrarian prob-| 
Jem the first call on the Govern- 
ment's energies and then by taking 
proper steps to ensure that the driv- 
ing force, which the Generalissimo| 
has, hitherto, managed to infuse 
into the worl of economic recon- 
struction, no longer depends on his| 
ubiquity: In other words, the per- 
sonnel of the administration in deal- 
ing with agrarian reform should be 
carefully chosen and when chosen 
have behind it the full weight of the 
highest organic authority. Whether 
It be possible to make the reality of 
this issue fully understood must 
depend greatly on General Chiang 
Kaleshek’s ability to enforce his 
leadership. If the principles of the 
Kuomintang be faithfully invoked 
there should be no doubt on that, 
score, but it cannot be forgotten 
that the immediate partisans of the 
Government are not drawn from 
‘men who normally could be ex- 
pected to appreciate the adverse 
effect of agrarian distress on the 
Anancial and political progress of the 
country. Much lip service has been 
given to the cause of rural re~ 
habilitation and agricultural econo- | 
mies ‘The time has now come for| 
the Government to show that it will 
replace words by action, General 
Chiang Kal-shek has therefore full| 
inspiration for the development of| 
true national policy when he re- 
turns to take up the reins again in 
Nanking. 








THE SHOWMEN 


Jan, 27. 

State trials in Moscow so com- 
pletely follow programme that it 
may be taken for granted that they 
ean only have one,end and that is 
the condemnation ‘of the accused. 
In the: past either all the prisoners 
have admitted thelr guilt, or some| 
of them have, with the result that 





sufficient evidence has been 
obtained to inculpate the rest of 
the men placed on trial. A striking 
‘example was the case of the British 
‘engineers some years ago, when at| 
east one of them admitted his guilt 
in a confession which he sought 


afterwards to retract and then re- 

jdmit, The cireumstances in which 
that “confession” was obtained has' 
often been freely hinted, though the| 
surprising silence on the matter 
after the release of the defendants 
in that ease, leaves the unpleasant | 
Impression ‘that the whole truth 
of the matter was never told. For- 
tunately sufficient pressure _was| 
brought to bear upon the Sovict| 
government to secure the men's! 
freedom from the penalties imposed. | 
‘The trial which is now proceeding, 
in Moscow is a domestic affair. 
Seventeen men, including _ the| 
famous Karl Radek, at one time! 
described as “Stalin's mouthpiece” 
are charged with activities against! 
the state, and more particularly in| 
a plot aimed at the disruption of 
the military might of the Sovict| 
Union. It involved alleged close! 
relationships with Leon  Tiotsky, 
and a scheme for the proposed! 
murder of the Soviet oMcials at! 
present controlling the country. If 
the ease for the prosecution Is in- 
deed a true one, then the men who’ 
are standing ‘trial deserve the’ 
severest, punishment that the law. 
provides, and, without a doubt, in 
this case It 1s'death. 

But these State trials are under 
considerable suspicion, at least 30] 
far as foreign observers are con-| 
cerned, because they are”so true! 
to type, A number of men are’ 
arrested on suspicion. While in| 
custody, and before they are’ 
brought to trial, some or, as in this} 
instance, all of them confess. This| 
strange action is generally attribut- 
‘ed to the repentance the accused 
are said {o feel when the heinous 
ness of their alleged offences is| 
brought home to them. On ap- 
pearing for trial, they plead guilty, 
‘after which the Court sits solemnly 
for days hearing admitted fact, and, 
again in this instance, watching the 
prisoners compete with each other} 
as to who Is the blackest of the| 
black sheep. Thus M. Shestoff, one| 
of the accused, tells’ the court of 
unsuccessful attempts to kill Sovict 
officials, He is not left alone with 
his story, lest apparently he gains| 
something over the others by his 
wallowing repentance, for M._ 
Muraloff shouts that it is all a lic, 
‘and that he, personally, ordered the| 
‘assassination of the officials. ‘There 
have been people who have made! 
confessions, or recantation in the 
hope of relief of penalty or even 
freedom, who when faced with. 
the inevitability of punishment 
have declared like Cranmer about. 
the member with which he signed 
his recantation, “This unworthy’ 
hand!" “But these men, if what is| 
allowed to be published is true, al-_ 
tempt to pile the Pelion of ‘ad- 
ditional guilt, upon the Ossa_of| 
their original admissions. And 
whatever the inhabitants of Russia 
might believe, outside observers, 
place no trust In the Court or its 
Procedure. In other countries a man’ 
pleading gullty to a capital offenee, 
Is warned of the'consequences of his| 
plea, asked if he wishes to change 
it, and If he does not, is forthwith. 
‘condemned. 

What is the inspiration of these 
State trials and the vehomence of 
the press which during their| 
sessions infuriales its readers with 
tirades against the accused and de- 
mands for the severest punishment? 
Is it the Soviet version of the old 
Roman panacea of panem et 
circenses? Or is it an attempt to| 
bring about a greater domestic’ 
coalescence by inducing a persccu- 
tion complex to make the average 
citizen feel that the hosts of Midian 
prowl and prow! around? It might 
Indeed be both, for the Russian’ 
likes plenty of good heavy tragedy 
and to revel in sorrow. If that is| 
Indeed the ease it has to be admitted| 
that the Soviet authorities are good | 
showmen. They are giving the 
customer what he wants, and the 
whole procedure ceases to be one| 
for the vindication of justice, but 
a piece of nationwide entertainment, 
calculated to appeal to the -senti- 
ments of the convinced communist 
‘and to key him up to a pitch of 
‘emotional loyalty, which might not 
otherwise be attained. It is obvious 
that this must be the case, for an| 
admission of guilt and the’ passing 
of the appropriate sentence would 
make no show at all. It would be 
all too brief, and afford the de- 
fendants no ‘opportunity of con- 
demning the inspiration of their 
alleged crimes. Thus when the de- 











fendant Bogusiavsky denies that he| 
confessed under pressure or promise| 
and avers that he did so because 
his conscience had been pricked by| 
“the criminal activities and rot- 
tenness of the Trotskyite organisa- 
tion,” he is not to be believed, It 


he is, then he must be a poor] 
conspirator, and even a weak one. 
He confessed because, perhaps, he 
was found out. The same appears! 
to apply to all the defendants, or 
would do were the strong impres- 
sion not created that they are now 
‘mere puppels in the hands of their| 
‘opponents, seeking to gain some| 
little favour before the miserable 
fate they have tempted overtakes: 
them. 





HERR HITLER'S SPEECH 

Feb. 1 
Expectations that Here Hitler, in 
addressing the Reichstag on ‘the 
‘confirmation of his appointment as 
Chancellor and Leader for a further 
period of four years on the fourth 
anniversary of the establishment of 
the Nazi regime, would be able’ 
effectively to grasp the opportunity. 
held out to Germany in the speeches! 
of Mr. Anthony Eden and M. Leon| 
Blum on January 19 and 24 respee- 
tively, have not been fully realized. 
Perhaps they were too easily based 
on the belief that the German. 
Chancellor would be able to rise| 
superior to the occasion which for 
him must have been a notable| 
Personal triumph. Allowance was} 
not made for the’ significance of| 
the Chancellor's speech. Mr. Eden| 
in the House of Commons and M._ 
Blum at Lyons were defining for- 
eign policy to their respective 
audiences in the full knowledge 
that they were required to adhere 
to the strict logic of diplomatic and 
political practice on which they 
could be called to account by fi 
formed eriticism from those pos- 
sessed of the power to make 
opinions felt. Herr Hitler was in 
no such restraint, More important 
to him was the immediate domestic 
task of vindicating the principles by 
which his regime had acquired the| 
authority to speak for the whole 
German people. ‘Thus the Dictator 
found himself’ tied by his own! 
‘omnipotence. He was impelled to 
keep alive the isues by which he: 
had Jearnt to stimulate national en- 
thusiasm in neglect of the prosaic 
facts of the economic dificulties 
attendant on the regimentation| 
through which his country is pass~ 
ing. 

If his speech be studiod in the 
ight of this personal consideration 
the disappointment which it 
naturally engenders will bu! 
mitigated. ‘There will be a tendency. 
rather (0 emphasize the signs of 
approach to international collabora-| 
tion than to condemn the Leader's. 
fidelity to the ritualistic trappings. 
of the Nazi creed. In the Trans- 
‘Ocean Agency's ‘version of his! 
speech it is assorted that he defined 
the differences between Mr. Eden 
and the German people as, at one 
point, “unbridgable”, Reuter, in 
a fuller summary," avoids ‘that 
specific epithet, but implicitly en-_ 
dorses its accuracy by extensive 
quotation from Herr Hitler's ex 
pression of hhis desire for co-opera- 
tion with the British people. Herr 
Hitler is far less uncompromising 
in his courtesy to M. Blum than in 
his effort to sot Mr. Eden apart from 
the British nation on a stool whereon 
repentance is obviously required. 
Mr. Eden has ample proof of his: 
countrymen's support of his re- 
sistance to the division of Europe 
into opposing camps for purposes 
of determining foreign policy. 
‘They know from the teaching of 
their own history that his judgment 
accords with practical statesman= 
ship. If they wanted further con- 
firmation Herr Hitler's implacable 
exclusion of Soviet Russia from 
the scope of peace co-opt 
tion were enough. Moreover M. 
Blum and Mr. Eden substantial) 
agreed on the preseription fo1 
German co-operation in European 
Peace. Let Mr. Eden's words be 
recalled. After’ pointing out the 
dangers of extreme racialism and 
offering Great Britain's whole- 
hearted assistance in smoothing the 
way for Germany's choice of a 
“full_and equal co-operation” to} 
decide “the fate of herself and 
Europe,” Mr. Eden pointed out that 
‘mere 'palliatives and local re- 
medies” were not effective cures: 
for the present evils, deprecated, 
‘evasion of the principles of interna- 
jonal co-operation -and concluded: 

‘The world can not be cured by 
pacts and treaties and lofty speeches. 
‘There must be the will to co-operate 
by abandoning the doctrine of 
national exclusiveness, by accepting. 
‘every European state as a potential 
partner in’ the general European 
settlement, by reducing armaments' 
to the level essential for defence: 
































and by accepting international: 
machinery for the settlement of 
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disputes according to the League of 
Nation 

Comparing those observations with 
the main lines of Herr Hitler's 
speech it is impossible to do other- 
wise than ruefully accept the 
Chancellor's assertion that the dif- 
ferences of opinion between Mr. 
Eden and the German people en= 
dorsing their, Leader's attitude, are 
“unbridgable” at easton ' one 
point. ‘Sincerity cannot therefore 
pretend that Herr Hitler has been 
able greatly to accelerate the work 
of peace construction, in his latest 
restatement of German foreign 
policy. 

Nevertheless there is ground for 
satisfaction in the Chancellor's in 
sistence that that point alone ut 
present escapes remedial trealmont. 
He may, therefore, be ready to 
accept more of the Eden-Blum 
doctrine than appears on the 
surface. There 1s no reason to 
despair even in study of his 
downright references to the colonial 
issue, There the spokesman 
of Germany bases her claims 
“exclusively” on the economic pur 
pose for which colonies are required, 
Unfortunately Germany has not 
seen fit, at present, to accept the 
invitation to sit ‘on the Raw 
Materials Committee expressly sot 
up by the League of Nations to 
deat with one aspect of colonial 
economics. Still it is good to have 
an implied repudiation of the sug- 
gestion that Germany's stand on 
the colonial issue is inspired by 
sentiment or notions of prestige. 
Economics can be diplomatically 
discussed: emotion is not so tract 
able, "The argument that the 
evolutionary concept of the League 
should be , affirmed by reform 
designed to "that end must imply 
German readiness to assist in such 
reform which 1s obtainable within 
the framework of the Covenant— 
otherwise the passage has no mean- 
ing. The recognition of _ the 
neutrality of Holland and Belgium 
is welcome. Horr Hitler disclaimed 
being cither economist or theorist; 
therefore it might be churlish to pin 
him down strictly to the implica~ 
tions of his definition of German 
support of “durable economic co- 
operation.” — Candour, however 
invites the comment that economic 
‘co-operation cannot function in an 
international vacuum, It is impos 
sible to judge the merits of economic 
proposals without paying some ul~ 
tention to the politiclat conditions 
from which they emanate. For the 
rest, in giving a full ‘mead of 
admiration to the undoubted success 
of Herr Hitler's Government in 
ereating a new Germany of remark- 
able physical fitness, attractive 
vitality and magnetic efficiency, 
markedly contrasting with the 
{earlier phase of impaired morale, 
[it fs disappointing to find that his, 
appeal has still to be commended by 
partisan dialectics which can pass 
muster only in’ the absence of 
critical opponents. In countries, 
where opportunity for criticism on 
the basis of access to all shades of 
opinion stilt prevails, such fustian 
is cither ignored on the ground of 
invelovancy or meets with the 
searching exposure of relentless 
‘analysis. Tt were wisest to assume 
that Herr Hitler is still oppressed 
by the exigencies of the technique 

h brought his parly into power. 
{in those circumstances he may be 
said to have striven mantully to 
avoid a direct abnegation of the 
principles of international co-opora~ 
tion. He has shown that he may 
be ready to lead Germany more 
firmly in that direction when the 
time is ripe. Unfortunately, for 
entirely domestic reasons, thal’ time 
has not arrived. ‘The hesitation is 
sad; may events protect it from 
being tragt 


















































SHANGHAI EDUCATION 
Ja, 28 

Educational progress in the Tn 
ternational Settlement during 1936, 
was moral rather than material. 
‘This deduction is plainly drawn 
from the succinet yet comprehensive 
report prepared ‘by the Superin- 
‘endent of Education of the Shanghai 
Municipal Council. Financial strin- 
gency has compelled the Council 
to call a halt to its programme, ap- 
proved “in 1930, so that the plans 
which, among other things, aimed 
at the establishment of a total of 
23 Municipal Schools for Chinese 
by 1938, have been profoundly 
modified. ‘The decision for the time 
being to discontinue the building of 
additional schools is all the more 
regrettable because the Agures of a 
steady increase in the attendance of 
pupils show how great is the de- 
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mand for accommodation, In the 
last ten years the percentages of in- 
erease have been for forelgn 
children 17 per cent. and. for! 
Chinese 485 per cent.” Elaborate 
comment on the Council's educa~ 
tional polley’ were better deferred at} 
the moment for the financial crisis 
hhas led to the appointment of an| 
‘ad hoc Commitee of three “to con-| 
sider future polley in regard to the| 
maintenance and support of schools| 
for foreign children.” ‘The Com- 
mittee includes two members of the 
Education — Board—the largest, 
advisory body within the Council's 
appointment—so its labours should 
bbe well directed and inspired. Its 
ask Is clearly that of reporting on| 
the Counell’s own schools and on| 
the grantsin-ald system which first 
was developed on a cash basis in 
1931. ‘The commitments under it 
have rapidly risen—to $407,760 in 
1036, representing an inereasc of 84 
per cent, on the gure for 1992. Tt 
‘would be manifestly unfair to the! 
Committee and, moreover, futile, to 
attempt to discuss the specific prob- 
Jem thus under its review. Tn due 
course its report will be completed 
and, presumably, the Education. 
Boord will have an opportunity of; 
expressing an opinion upon it be-' 
fore the ‘Council comes to a. final 
decision, ‘The Superintendent's re- 
port usefully outlines the develop- 
ment of the Council's education 
poliey by briefly examining. the| 
history of the Commissions of 1911 
‘nd 1922, the respective recom~ 
mendations of which were modified 
and Mberalized to. meet modern 
needs when the Couneil in 1930 de-' 
Mnltely approved the Education 
Board's scheme already cited, 

‘The Commission of 1911 defined 
the Councit's educational obligations 
as operating only when neither the 
parents nor the State to which the 
children belonged could fulMl, the’ 
duly of providing education, ‘This 
irudging recognition of what is 
usually an accepted municipal 
charge was quaintly excused by the 
argument that “uneducated oF 
partly educated children are 
Aetrimental to the community.” Tt 
would be amusing to discover any 
committee which would venture to 
‘express x9 shamefaced an opinion 
in. 1937. ° ‘That Commission  also| 
supported the less obsolete view’ 
that “the bulk of educational wore 
among forelgn children should be 
undertaken by the representative 
organizations of the various| 
national yroups.” Tt also approved 
the policy of providing for the 
education of Chinese children per- 
manently resident in the Settlement. 
The Commission of 1922 boldly 
plumped for support’ of the 
Couneil’s provision of schools. 
charging moderate fees, and_ro- 
erated its predecessor's qualifled 
‘approval of the education of Chin- 
ese children. Tt is important, how- 
over, to note that, having before it 
the proposal for the institution of a 
system of national schools subs 
Idized by the Council, that Com- 
tnission formally recorded its objec 
tion to the principle of “aiding 
national schools out of, municipal 
funds.” Tt will be seen that the 
‘adoption of the 1980 programme in- 
eluded a partial acceptance of the 
principle to which such emphatic 
objection had been taken in 1922, 
Furthermore, when financial. strin- 
goney impelled a halt in the build 
ing programme, the Council was 
Induced to extend Its grant-in-aid 
system as a means of mitigating the| 
cheek which depression was impos- 
ing on its own school development. 
‘The Committee of Three now sitting] 
has plainly no easy task in for- 
‘mulating a coherent poliey, especial- 
ly as the working of the grant-in- 
ald system has produced financial 
‘and polilical problems of no tittle 
delicacy and intrleacy, 

11s obvious that the clock eannot 
be put back, even though its time 
has to be regulated to cope with 
the existing financial stringency. 
Now, the Council's responsibility for! 
education is no longer on. the 
shallow basis described in 1911, 
‘The municipal government of a 
reat city cannot be indifferent to 
the health, education or economic 
welfare of any of its citizens. In| 
particular the Council is much con 
cerned with the need for co- 
ordinating its edueation system with 
the needs of the local labour mai 
ket, In successive enquiries into| 
its ‘own services it has admitted, 
and the Economy Committee is the 
latest of its organs to endorse, that 
principle. Nor has the Council 
falled to insist on its international 
composition and the international 
spirit of the policies which it en- 























deavours to direct, In assisting so 
praiseworthy an appreciation of the: 


clvle_gentus of Shanghai's unique 
International Settlement, the Coun 
cil's schools have played a worthy! 
part. This is sald in no deprecia-| 
{ion of the admirable work under-_ 
taken In. schools maintained. by| 
ublic-spirited national com~ 
munities. Those Institutions have 
thelr value as educational. forces 
well-concelved in a happy homo-| 
geneity which Is not overywhere 
present in Shanghal. The Muni- 
cipal schools for foreign children| 
have no reason to be ashamed of| 
thelr achievements, handicapped as| 
they often are by’ the modesty of 
thelr budgets. It may be possible 
{for the Council to give further coun- 
tenance to the grant-alded national 
school, but it would be distressing 
if temporary discomfture over! 
finances were taken as an excuse] 
for repudiating principles the obser~ 
vance of which are essential to the 
‘Couneit’s reputation as a municipal 
administration. In regard to Chi- 
nese schools dimculty arises from 
the political pressure exercised by| 
people to. whom education is a 
secondary object of concern. ‘The 
Counelt will have general support! 
if it can manage Mrmly to protect 
the Chinese children from being 
thus made the playthings of non-| 
educational controversy. ‘The 
fundamental importance of educa~| 
lon in a commercial and industrial 
city cannot be ignored, This has 
bbeen the inspiration ‘of notable 
benetactions from which Shanghai 
children derive” considerable! 
advantage, ‘The trouble is that 
these facilities are so small in come 
parison with the need. The Council 
has therefore all the more onerous: 
responsibilities. Tt could, however, 
help itself and help the community’ 
if, In stoadily persevering with 
own educational programme, it a 
tempted to bring to wealthy cor~ 
porations “and individuals » whose 
prosperity depends. on Shanghai, 
some better realization of the com- 
‘munal obligations: imposed by. the 
possession of ample resources. 
‘Thomas Hanbury, Ellis Kadoorie,| 
Nich Chih Kuei and Henry Lester 
fare names which Shanghai cduca~ 
tion venerates. There 1s no reason| 
why they shouid stand atone on the| 
loeat roll of honour, 











PERSONAL INQUIRY 
Jan, 29, 

It was said of a famous admini- 
strator who possessed many admir- 
able qualities but lacked an indefin- 
able attribute of greatness, that he| 
could not muster the imagination| 
to discover the personal behind the 
public figures manipulated by him| 
with considerable adroitness. If 
even the highest of his advisers fell 
sick or disappeared altogether into| 
the other world, the first—almost 
the only—thought was the problem| 
of fling the vacancy. ‘The ruthless 
ness of that attitude has Its merits. 
Some call it driving foree. Others, 
better acquainted with the art 
which makes the engineer con- 
siderate of his machine, realize that 
it cannot be trusted to achieve suc- 
cess, especially when the emergency, 
comes. If machines have to be! 
humoured and studied, so do men| 
who are not machines. It is Im- 
portant therefore for the community, 
to be able to understand the! 
Personal factors in the organization 
from which it draws its well-being. 
‘The Shanghai Municipal Council 
finds inspiration for this instruction| 
in the contact which it establishes 
with the public through various 
departments. Public health, Public 
‘works, the Police all have thelr con- 
tribution to make to the store of 
general intelligence. ‘The Education 
Department's concern with the after 
‘School career of young Shanghal is 
well illustrated “in its report to 
which extended reference, was made | 
yesterday. Other departments, such 
as the Fire Brigade, cannot be for- 
gotten, but in an especial degree} 
the survey of the * Couneil’s| 
Industrial Section seems to reduce| 
the personal factor to a vividly ex- 
pressive equation. Unless there can| 
be an accurate appreciation-of the| 
needs, habits and mentality of the 
workers «who form the backbone of 
industry, neither the employer nor| 
the consumer nor the community 
which depends on that industry can 
be sure that it Is safely founded on 
the basis of ‘a broad economic 
security, ‘The annual report of the 
Industrial Section has to enter a 
wide field of inquiry in order to 
give the Council the guidance. and 
advice demanded. There alone is 
the justification for the personal 
study, neglect of which is so often 
disastrous even where — strong, 
administrative ability exists, 








‘This municipal activity is all the 
more valuable because it is here! 
blazing the trail in pioneer fashion. 
It depends on persuasion and con: 
sultation rather than on the sanc- 
tions of some cut-and-dried statute, 
partly on account of the peculiar 
political complexity of Shanghai 
‘and partly on account of its com- 
parative ‘novelty. . The principles 
which it secks to discover and 
uphold are vital to the progress of 
industry and therefore to the 
prosperity of the community as a 
whole. “The cultivation of good 
relations with the Chinese authori- 
ties has enabled the. Section to co- 
operate in the distribution of 
Government regulations governing 
health and safety in factories. ‘The 
Tegal protection of apprentices, the 
problem of unpaid boy labour—to 
be carefully distinguished from the 
apprentice proper who is being 
taught a skilled trade and can 
therefore be rightly expected to 
render a period of service without 
pay—the inspection of boilers—200 
have been inspected by qualified 
engineers in the past year—prev- 
entive measures against accidents— 
guards to machinery, treatment of 
dangerous atmosphere, provision of 
adequate means of emergency exit 
—and health policy all come into 
the picture. Action is secured by 
‘exhortation and request rather than 
by the exercise of compelling 
authority, so that reform marches 
in company with mutual un- 
derstanding which consolidates co- 
operation. ‘The Council lately has 
confirmed its approval of this| 
approach to social “problems by 
‘authorizing further collaboration 
with the Henry Lester Institute of 
Medical Research in ascertaining, 
the effect of dict deficiency on in- 
dustrial health—a valuable pointer 
o the efficiency at which every’ 
employer who desires to make 
economical use of his labour, is 
bound to aim. Other imporiant 
studies at the Institute also receive 
the Section’s support. ‘The co- 
operation of employers is obviously 
a stimulus to the Council's work, 
such as the appointment of two 
‘women social workers by industrial 
undertakings to housing compounds, 
for the purpose of encouraging the| 
residents to assist in securing better 
conditions, with advantage to them- 
selves and the community general- 
ly. ‘The Housing Committee will 
no doubt make a special note of 
this development, for the adoption 
of that prineiple by owners of com- 
‘mercial housing areas might, in 
due course, simplify one of the most 
urgent problems now confronting 
this rapidly industrialized city. 

So often social reformers in| 
‘Shanghai are checked by perplexity 
in grappling the significance of the 
standards of living for the workers 
that they will find welcome guid- 
‘ance in the investigations dovel- 
‘oped from the Scction's routine 
contacts with tho factories, ‘To Dr. 
D. K. Lieu's comprehensive study 
of the “Growth and Industrializa- 
tion of Shanghai” obligation must 
be recognized. For example, em- 
phasis is laid on Dr. Lieu's analysis 
of the financial basis of Chinese 
industry to show that the frequent 
reorganizations are due to. the 
slenderness of the resources placed 
at the disposal of the Chinese 
capitalist. Hence come the difl- 
culties in getting better standards 
of workmanship and technique in 
management. Indeed, many of the 
evils of the Industrial situation as| 
whole derive from that defect. The| 
‘employment of unpaid child iabour| 
‘at present partially eludes correc- 
tion because the Factory Law ap- 
plics only to organizations with 
‘more than thirty workers on the 
roll. The existence of a large num- 
ber of small factories is therefore 
ignored. Nevertheless the principle 
that young workers must be pald— 
the seale is prescribed as half that 
‘accorded to adults—is a definite| 
gain and when it can be effectively 
enforeed the gain will be con- 
solidated. Study of the cost of 
living brings housing closely into 
association with wages which, in 
the last resort, constitute the pur- 
chasing power of the community. 
On that point the smaliness of the 
Proportion which wages represent 
in the operating expenses of in- 
dustry here gives a valid argument 
against any precipitate recourse to 
wage-reduction in the search for 
retrenchment of expenditure. Nor 
is it possible to expect rapid im- 
provement in housing conditions so 
Jong as wages give so little a margin 
over the figure of bare subsistence. 
Shanghai has lately seen. how a 
slight improvement in the employ~ 
ment. figures can immediately 
galvanize into life subsidiary in- 
dustries and trades dependent on 














the workers’ patronage. Such’ 
beneftelal influences could find even 
greater scope if the general 
economic position were improved in 
Sévelopment of the standards of 

ring in urban and rural areas. So 
ong as the capitalization of industry 
{s framed on meagre lnes this pro- 
gress is blocked, for reduction in| 
wages becomes a primary retrench- 
ment precaution to the insuffclently 
Ananced concern, whereas {t should 
be relegated to the category of 
‘measures to be taken when all other 
‘economies have falled to maintain 
stability. 








SHANGHAI ROWING

When a Club is approaching its 
seventy-fifth year of service to the 
community its record and progress 
become a matter of public interest. 
In 1863 when foreign Shanghal had 
just come of age, when the repulse 
Of ‘the ‘Taipings’ attack on the 
Settlement at Bubbling Well was 
only a few months old—the year of 
the amalgamation of the British and 
American Settlements. and the re- 
capture of Soochow, on December 
4, from the Talpings by Gordon's 
“ever-vietorious army"—the Shang- 
hai Rewing Club was founded, ‘Ten 
years later, an acknowledge 
authority on’ Shanghai affairs w 
informing a local audience th 
among the sporting institutions of 
the place, the “Rowing Club was 
supported with groat spirit” and 
that a prominent American Shang 
hailander on return to his “home 
town” had been given an en- 
thuslastie press reception because 
of the versatility denoted by his| 
{aipanship, membership of the 
Municipal Couneil, enrolment in the 
Fire Brignde, place in the Church 
choir and Philharmonic Society, 
‘Treasurership of a Church, teaching 
in a Sunday school—ané tenure of 
tho stroke thwart in the Rowing. 
Club's boat, In a more spacious 
and strenuous age it is ‘dimeult 
to combine active membership of 
the Rowing Club with responsibill- 
ties on the Council, but the latest 
Report of the now venerable in 
stitution shows that a high Muni- 
cipal official can act as Judge in the 
Autumn Regatta as well as fulfl 
the functions of Public Health Com- 
missioner. Looking back to. the 
year of the Club's foundation, 
British Shanghailanders will recall 
that it saw such important events 
as the cession of the Ionian Islands 
by Great Britain to Greece, the 
wedding of Albert Edward Prince 
of Wales to the beauteous Princess 
Alexandra of Denmark, and the 
Arst reappearance of the widowed 
Queen Victoria in public to unvell 
at Aberdeen the Prince Albert 
Memorial—she had ‘expressly de- 
seribed her earlier presence at her 
son's wedding as in the private 
capacity of mother and not as 
Queen. 

‘So the young men who vigorously 
uphold the traditions of the Rowing 
Club here can feel that they are 
custodians of a really anclent in- 
stitution which, as the yeare have 
passed, has specially commended 
itself to Shanghal by its interna- 
tional appeal, “Its membership, 
feecting current economic dimicuitles, 
has fallen to 168, whereas be- 
tween 1917 and 1927 the average 
roll was 227, ‘This is a temporary 
set-back which the enthusiasm and 
‘keenness of youth may be expected 
fo remedy as conditions improve. 
‘The impending celebration of its 
‘Toth birthday should assist in secur 
ing alert attention to the Captain's 
blunt reference to the need for 
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oarsmen being the most prominent, 
The Germans made history last 
‘Spring by winning tho Tnternational 
Eights and Fours in the Regatta 
after 23 years. ‘The record-holders 
at official club regattas include 
Norway (8), Scotland (2),.Den- 
mark and America (1) in interna~ 
tlonal events. ‘The advance of the 
Club in oarsmanship 1s sufficiently 
indicated by the fact that only two 
records a -war"—the Senior 
‘Sculls (1909) and the Junior Seulls 
(1918). No other record has stood 
for more than nine years; of the 
‘remaining 16 records on the official 
st eleven go no further back than 
to 1933 or even later, seven having 
been made in 1935 and 1936, In 
1936 an outstanding achievement 
was the record row of the Legge- 
Harris palr who, on June 7, covered. 
the Jessfield’ Bridge-Henli course 
(37.5 miles) In the good time of 
6 hrs. 11 mins, or eight minutes 
faster than the record for Fours set 
up by L. V, Fablan's erew in the 
following November. 

'No. sport does so much to take 
the young Shanghallander happily 
away from the oppression of urban 
fe as rowing, It fulfils that 
insistent demand for _ physical 
culture, it breeds a cheerful com- 
radeship and, judging from an 
unnamed oarsman’s lyrical tribute 
to the joys of Henll in the current 
annual report, it stimulates aesthetle 
faculties which are’ apt to be 
atrophied in a conglomerate of 
coment and steel, A hundred years 
ago, the immortal author of “Plek- 
wiek Papers"—himselt then only 
25 years old but debarred by the 
tragic vielssitudes of-hls youth from 
veal knowledge of any  sport— 
essayed to pay tribute to the casy 
companionship of the river. It 1s 
true that he somehow associated 
‘oarsmanship with temperance of the 
fanatical kind, whereas the rowing 
‘man’s healthy'devotion to beer was 
then—as now—generally acceptor 
The prineiple remains untouched 
Dickens disclosed the merits of the 
stirring song “Who hasn't heard of 
the Jolly Young Waterman?” and 
gave Mr, Anthony Humm's pane- 
yr: 

‘The neatness of tho young man's 
attire, the dexterity ot his feather~ 
Ing, tne enviable stato’ of ‘mind 
which enabled him in the beautiful 
Words of the poet, to “Row along, 
thinking of nothing at all.” al ¢o

‘what was the young man's reward?

‘There may be some slight confusion 
here in the use of technical terms 
for the reason already noted.

‘Mr, Stanley Baldwin's letter to the 
National Conservative candidate in 
the North St. Pancras by-election 
deserves to be noted, not only by the 
people to whom It is addressed, but 
by the world at large, especially by 
those Powers which expect thal Great 
Britain might be dragged in. on one 
side or the other in the struggle whieh 
is proceeding between Communism

‘The Shanghal Japanese _com- 
munity, with the Japanese Naval 
Landing Party, | commemorated 
‘outbreak ofthe hostilities be- 
tween Japan and China in’ Shanghal 
In 1032 with special Buddhist ser~ 
vices, mot only at the Japanese 
shrines, but also at the memorials 
erected by the Chinese in honour of 
thelr dead in those bloody and des- 
tructive weeks. ‘The gesture by the 
local Japanese will, it is certain, be 
appreciated by the Chinese, especi 
ly in view of the declarations recent- 
ly ‘made by prominent Japanase 
diplomats inthis country thatthe 
‘old policy of the mailed fist must 
be modified if Jopan is going to 
tiain any’ of her" objectives. in Asia 
and in’ relation to this country. 
Tneldents in the south-west and, I 
terly, in Shensl, have served less to 
show up the disunity of the Chinese 
nation, than its inherent power of 
standing together. ‘The fissiparous 
tendencies are stili there, but a force 
hhas been. ereated which may well 
counteract them, and cause those 
who bank on them to bank on some- 
thing which ‘may ultimately let them 
down. This is due to no currying 
fof favour, ax some of the Japanese 
ress appear to suggest, but to the 
Togieal ‘development of" the Chinese 
nationalist movement which has been 
fostered by the Chinese Government 

fa number of years. That the Chin~ 
ee nationalist movement may shortly 
call for some drastic measures. of 
control Is obvious from the radical 
Student troubles which have broken 
Out from time to time, noticeably 
recently in Peiping. Bul its generat 
effect cannot be denied, and it would 
bbe Idle for the offcials of any foreign 
Power to ignore it

Me was found guilly of stealing the 
bristles from pigs which did not 
belong to him. ‘This does not create 
‘a precedent by which the Shanghai 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals can proceed in other 
eases, but it does provide a lesson 
Which should be-salutary for dealers 
in animals in this elty. ‘If those who 
‘are guilly of cruelty to animals are 
‘aware that there are persons who are 
Watching them and. walling to take 
them Into court, much good will have 
been done. In the meantime the 
deficiencies of the Chinese law 
relating to cruelty to” animals is 
sullclently exposed. And it Is pos- 
sible that this conviction may’ do 
some good towards speeding the

THE PO HAI GULF 
DISCOVERIES 


Institute of Biology Completes 
Southern Survey 


‘Though not in the Umelight of 
public attention, yet of great signif- 
cance in science and culture, is the 
work of the Natlonal Research In- 
stitute of Biology of the Academia 
‘Sinea, ‘The Institute is one of five 
organs of similar nature in Chin, 
the other four being the Biological 
Laboratory of the Science Society of 
China, the Fan Memorial Institute of 
Biology, the Research Institute of 
Forestry and Botany of the National 
Chungshan University, and the In- 
sUtute of Zoology ond'Botany of the 
National Piping Academy. 

‘Under the able guidance of Dr. 
©. C. Wang, director of the Institute, 
this ‘academle organization has achi- 
‘eved remarkable progress in ite work: 
uring ‘the past year in discoveries 
in the fields of oceanography, zoology 
and plant pathology. 

‘The researches during the year 
mainly may be grouped as follows: 
(Q) fishery and oceanography; (2) 
parasitology; (3) entomology and in- 
vetebrate zoology; (4) vertebrate: 
zoology; (5) plant pathology, and (6) 
systematic botany. 

In fishery and oceanography the 
Institue made a fishery and ocean- 
‘graphical survey of the Gulf of Po 
Hal and a coral survey of the Tung 
‘Sha Islands off the sea const, of 
Xwanglung. The survey wag under- 
taken between Jast June and Novem~ 
ber with the assistance of 0 gunboat 
of the Third Fleet of the Chinese 
Navy. The Po Hai survey covered 
fan area extending to the Gulf of 

inotao in the east, the "Taku Bar 
In the west, Teingtad in the south and 
Peitaiho in the north. An average of 
1441 nautical miles were surveyed 
‘every month, 

For the first, time complete data 
of the temperature, density, specie 
gravily, transparency, colour, direction, 
velocity, and chemical content of sea 
water, the distribution and migration 
of sea fishes, and floating life and 
marin meteorological conditions 
‘were obtained. ‘They are being care- 
fully studied by experts and the re- 
sults will be published in a sertal 
called “Siensia.” 


Coral Survey 

‘The coral survey around the Tung 
‘Sha Islands was started early last 
“April,” After four months’ hard work, 
‘over 1,000 coral specimens were ¢ol- 
lected,’ which are also being studied 
by experts, During the survey, data 
‘of the temperature, density and spe 
cific gravity of the sea-waler and the 
‘cean depths around the Archipelago 
were also collected, 

Tn parasitology the Institute made 
careful studies of the Balantidium 
from Chinese monkeys, Nematods 
from the intestines of "goats and 
round worms from Hainan Island off 
the south coast of Kwangtung, Over 
thirty kinds of round worms were 
Aiscovered in Hainan Island, 


Scorpions 

In vetebrate zoology and entomo- 
ogy, studies of fresh water infusoria, 
Chinese scorpions and insects belong 
ing to the Family Chrysomelidac 
were made. AU a result of a 
thorough study, it was “ascertained 
that thore are four kinds of scorpions 
in China distributed in opel, o- 
nan, Shontung, north Kiangeu, Hus 
nan, and Hainan Island in. Kwang- 
tung. For a systematic study of 
Chrysomelidae, large numbers of in. 
‘sect specimens were collected. In 
the studies of economic insects, 
harmful insects found on the leaves 
fof orange trees in Shantung, Kiang- 
su, Cheklang, Fulden, Kwangtung 
‘and Szechwan and on vegetables apd 
fruits in Nanking were collected and 
‘subject to careful study. 

Of great interest were the studies 
of velebrate zoology, ‘These in- 
eluded the studies of leaches in the 
Northwestern provinces, Chinese 
Nemacheilus fishes and the birdy in 
Nanking. ‘The structures and habits 
of these velebrates were carefully 
studies, More than 10 kinds of 
birds ‘were found’ in and around 
Nanking. 


Plant Patholory 

In plant pathology the Institute 
centered its attention upon 
‘Studies of the diseases of cotton, the 
soft rot of sweet potatoes, the ‘con- 
rol of wheat diseases, Causes of 
various kinds of plant diseases were 
traced and preventive measures were 
devised. 

‘In taxonomy over 160 kinds of Chi- 
nese fungi found in various. prov- 
fnees, Including ‘Kisngsv, Chekiang,

Chia Yeh-tao, under direct instruc 
tions from Nanking, is regarded in 
some circles here asa proof of the 
renewed , Interest of the Central 
Government in northern affairs. If, 
ay Japanese press reports state, the 
‘Japanese authorities in Pelping have 
protested "against this: change, | 05 
being contrary to the terms of the 
‘Ho-Umetsu Agreement, this would at 
‘any rate confirm that the appointment 
‘was made without consulting them, 
Certainly the first time such a thing 
hhas happened for two years. 

“There has also been much talk | 
bbohind the scenes, that the Japanese 
have for some time been dissatistied 
with Mr, Yin Ju-keng and have even 
‘begun to lose interest in East Hopel 
ag-an autonomous area, Tt is rum~ 
ured that in return for certain de-

with Hopel. The question still at 
Isque Is sald to be, whother it is to 
be done under the direct auspices of 
‘Nanking or whether as a gesture by 
Gen, Sung Che-yuon.

Sulyvan Situation Basler 


‘The Sulyuan situation, too, appears 
to be much easier. It does ‘not look 
fan if, there were any likelihood of 
fan early resumption of hostilities in 
those parts, "The “Mongolian” irr- 
‘egulars, according to accounts fllter- 
Ing down here, aro . completely dis- 
heartened and disorganized, while 
‘thelr leaders are at sixes and sevens. 
Nor are they likely to receive any 
further encouragement just now from 
the Japanese, with Sulyuan threaten 
edby a Communist invasion from 
northern Shonsi, 

"At prosont Japanese military clr- 
cles are sald to be too busy watehing 
the Shensl ‘situation to think of 
anything cls, Tt Is a. situation 
fraught with danger for themselves 
and presenting a very ticklish pro- 
blem. ‘They can seareely look on 
quietly if the whole of Shensi is 
‘overrun’ by the Communists who 
might cosily spread trom there into 
Suiyuon and ‘Shansi. Yet tor the 
‘apaneso to take active military steps 
to drive the Reds out of Shenst 
would be avery questionable under- 
taking. “Apart from the fact that It 
would. require a very considerable 
military effort, it would be certain 
to have the effect of consolidating 
the whole of Chinese public opinion 
‘on tho side of the Reds. 

Open active support of Nanking 
would tend to have a similar result, 
‘Tho best they can do, one su 
is not,to embarrass Nonking In its 
efforts’ to suppress the Communists, 
‘and this may therefore be one of the 
Fensons for the more moderate at 
titude of the Japanese army, On the 
other “hand, | well-informed circles 
here believe’ that, should the Central 
Government fall to suppress. the 
Reds’ in. Shensl, the Japanese might 
be forced to intervene directly in the 
alfairs of North China and, returning 
to thelr former policy, set up an 
independent state of the five north- 
em provinees, 

University Persor 

Another, it minor, reverberation of 

the Shens! troubles is the dispute 
that has broken out over the change 
‘of porsonnel at the Northeastern 
University here. ‘This is a private 
university which was first founded 
in Mukden about eight years ago 
‘under the patronage of Chang Hsueh 
lang and after the Mukden incident 
of 1031 was transferred to Pelping. 
‘When Chang Hsueh-liang left. the 
- North, he continued to tale an inter- 
‘est In the university, though the 
‘main part of the funds come from a 
grant of $300,000 by the Ministry of 
Education in Nanking. 

Not long ago Chang removed the 
acting Chancellor, Mr. Wang, and 
‘appointed in his stead Mr. ' Chow 
Chin-wen who was more radical In 
hig ‘opinions. When the recent re- 
volt'in Sian broke out, there was a 
split among the student body, the 
majority siding with Nanking, while 
a small, but very noisy, “radical 

















group, calling Itself the Students 
Self-fovernment Association, backed 
the Young Morshal. By the decision 
of the courtmartial at Nanking the: 
latter was deprived ot his eivil rights. 
for ten years, and therewith, as 
natural uence, of his chancel 
lorship of the Northeastern Univer- 
sity, 

‘The Ministry of Education there- 
upon decided to use the opportunity, 
to carry out a plan they had long! 
harboured of re-organlzing the uni- 
versity and turning It into a proper| 
government Institution. For this! 
reason they appointed Mr. Tsang 
Chi-fang as acting Chancellor, with 
orders to carry through a complete 
re-organization of the university. Mr. 
Chow backed by the radical group. 
among the students refuses to hand, 
over. 

‘The other students, recognizing the 
advantage of becoming a government, 
university are backing Mr. ‘Tsang. 
‘This has led to repeated ciashes .in| 
which the police have had to be| 
called in. Except to try and keep| 
the peace between the opposing fac-| 
Ulons, the Hopel-Chahar authorities 
have’ so far refused to Interfere and 
are sitting on the fence. 

‘The final outcome of the dispute, 
however, can be scarcely doubtful, 
for. the ‘simple reason that without 
the grant from Nanking the univer- 
sity “will have to. close down 
altoyether.

Chu ‘Chia-hwo, who sé came to 
Inspect 20,000 adults ‘undergoing,

stirring address ‘Was given by the 
provincial head to the assembled men

In the course of the 
seuffle in the sampan the seaman 
fell overboard, ‘but swam. back 10 
the sampan afd attempted to climb 
in, ‘The older sampanman thereupon 
struck him over the head with an 
ar and the seaman sank and was 
not seen again, 

Before permitting the girls to go

them that they would not mention

CHAPEL SHOWS RECOVERY 


‘The Afth anniversary of the Sino 
Japanese hostilities of 1932 brings to 
mind the tremendous destruction of 
property in Chapet during the short 
struggle, but it is interesting to learn 
that slow but stoady progress Is being 





made. towards reconstruction al- 
though large vacant areas tell a 
uraphic tale. 


Before January 28, 1932, the 
eseccontralled area of Chapel 
‘population of 800,000 people, ink 
3.904 foreigners, according 10 the 
Central News. Following the hostill- 
ties and the subsequent. war scares, 
precipitated by the Nakayama and 
Kayau incidents, the population has 
dwindled by more than 20 per cent, 
According fo a recent survey. Most 
of. the well-to-do families have 
migrated into’ the foreign-controlled 
areas while those remaining behind 
fare mostly ‘of the poorer classes.

‘The activities of the 
Japanese blucjackels in the Hongkew 
istrict and the “area bordering 
Chapel and the business depression 
have put gloom into the hearts of 
the inhabitants who no longer flock

Radio Telephone ‘Service Now| 
in Operation 


OF, January 20, Mr. B. Wylie, 
the Managing Editor of the "South 
China ‘Morning Post," spoke to. the 
*North-China Dally’ News" direct 
over the newly opened radio tele- 
phone between Hongkong and Shang 
hal. ‘The reception was very good 
and Mr, Wylie reported that he could 
hear Shanghal clearly. 

Hongkong was busily preparing for 

the great event of the opening of the 
Dam by the Governor, Sir Andrew 
Caldecott. ‘The previous night there| 
had been a ball at the Peninsula 
Hotel” under the auspices of St. 
George's Society. “A speech had been 
made by Mr, V. M. Grayburn, of the 
Hongkong and Shanghal Bank, 
Mr. Grayburn {s understood to" have 
made n most oloquent address of the 
objects of the society. The ball itself 
wasn ureat success, 

Hongkong Is looking forward to a 
great improvement in the economic 
situation, but until China New Year 
hhas been safely negotited caution is 
shown in judging the actual rapidity. 
of the improvement and its possible 
permanence. 

Mr. Wylle concluded by reciprocat- 
ing the good wishes of the "North- 
China Dally News” for the continued 
success and prosperity of the “South 
China Morning Post.”

Experiments in famine prevention 
and in palliative measures, organized

the work of the Association, by Dr.

‘work during the past year, Dr, Kung

of the association was to work for 
the general development of the public 
health of Chinese children. "thelr 
iueaton, and the education of thet 
parents through proper methods so 
that the children would not be sub- 
ected to maltreatment and suffering.

mises. Upon adoption by the Council 
of the Board's for subsidizing 
private schools it was decided to con- 
Solldate all educational. grants” and 
make them inclusive of any rellet in 
the form of remission of rates.

Admission ts 
Festtieted to under-privileged children 
of the poorer classes, the latention 
boing to provide some measure of 
education ‘for those who otherwise 
might recolve no schooling at a 
Classes are arranged on a half-time 
Dasls, one group of pupils attending 
fn the morning and another group in 
the afternoon, for a session of three 
hours and a half dally. Under this 
arrangement 1,200 pupils cun be 
enrolled." The curriculum is designed 
to cover a four years’ course in basic 
subjecis to the standard prescribed 
by the Government for the lower 
section of primary schools. A small 
Tee of $3.00 per term Is charged, In- 
cluslve of text-books and stationery. 

On the closure of the Normal 
‘School, which was established in 1018 
‘for the education and training of Chi- 
nese teachers for the Council's 
sehools, It was decided to utilize the 
funds ‘thereby released for a night 
school for young female Industrial 
workers. Evening classes were 
organized In February at Wayside 
Road Primary School, with an enrol~ 
‘ment of 310 girls which increased to. 
421 by the end of the year, Similar 
lasses for ‘boys who are employed 
during the day in factories and work- 
shops were started three years ago in 
the primary school at Kinchow Hoad. 
‘Over 500 youths are now in at- 
tendance, “In both these schools 
Instruction is given in-reading, write 
Ing, arithmetic, hygiene. and citizen 
ship.

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JUNKS ADRIFT IN 
STRONG CURRENT 


‘Thrilling Rescue Near New 
Fish Market 


Buffeted by high tide, three fishing 
oats were suddenly lei loose in the 
vieinity of the Fish Market, Yans- 
{tszepo9, on January 27 at about noon, 
and although two of them were 
Feseued by loadahs on a ferry which 
Rappened to pass the place, the other 
‘one foundered after a collision with 
‘other Junks alongside the wharf. For- 
tunately ‘no casualties were reported. 

‘The accident occurred when a 
group of boats were moored to the 
Whart of the Market, The three 
Junks, together, with several others,

TWO MEN BURNED IN 
FACTORY FIRE 


Injured While Trying to 
Save Cotton Bales 


Fire engines irom Yangtsepoo 
Station were summoned on January 
30° to deal ‘with. three outbreaks 
In the district.” The first occurred 
at 7.12 pam. in Chapel just over the 
Settlement border. when a straw hut 
caught alight. ‘Two engines “were 
sent by the Yangtszepoo Station, and 
‘one from Point Sub-station, and the 
‘outbreak was finally extinguished 
after over an hour had been spent 
fighting the flames.

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CONVERSION OF MIAO 
TRIBES 


Missionary Describes Effect of 
Christian Message 








‘An amusing conversation between 
two Chineso about the arrangement 
of his ‘bed while travelling in the 
interior “was related by the Rev. 
H.W, Hudspeth, ‘secretary of the 
British and Foreign Bible Society. 
in a talk on “Pioneering Amongst 
the Hua Miao.” given before mem- 
hers of the Shanghai Rotary "Club 
at their weekly» meeting at the 
Metropole on Jan, 28. One Chinese 
sald Mr, “Hudspeth. pointed at the 
bed, and said that ‘that was where 
his master was going to stoop. ‘The 
other, - apparently not used to for- 
elgners, replied "Oh, I almost thought 
those foreign devils ‘were like horses, 
und slept standing up. 

Mr. Hudspeth, who has lived in 
‘Yunnan for 25"years, said that the 
Miao were a gentle people, and he 
vad sometimes thought that it was 
because they were gentle and not 
warlike that they had been. dis 
possessed of their land, and driven 
further west until now they occu- 
pied the fasinesses of Yunnan and 
Kweichow, They certainly were not 
Chinese. “They had not the same 
Janguage. and they wore a different 
type of dress, On gala occasions, 
the whole tribe turned out in thelr 
“flowery garments," made from 
hemp grown a few yards from thelr 
house, wool from thelr own sheep, 
and. dyes from roots and plants in 
the neighbourhood, 

‘They were entirely self-supportin 
and grew all thelr own food-stults, 
Unlike the Chinese, they had never 
worshipped idols. Instead, they wor 
shipped trees, stones, and’ oecasion- 
ally” a spring, Their chief ob- 
Jeet of worship Was the door of the 
house where ' they resided. “Thelr 
food was very coarse, and con 
sisted for the most part of steamed 
maize, Although they now used 
chop-sticks, originally they ate with 
wooden spoons. The Miao were 0 
Nery Poor peopie, and possessed no 
land whatever. ‘The  Iand. belonsed 
tw the Nosu tribes, and the Afiao 
vented it from them, 













SUM a People Apart 


It was impossible for them to 
bocome rich, and they were fright 
fully poor as’a result. Ail additions 
to their property were bound sooner 
er Jater to fall into the hands. of 
thelr landlords, A remarkable thing 
about this tribe was that although 
for at least 4,000 years “they had 
come into contact with the Chinese, 
the Chinese civilization had never 
ewallowed them up.

Factory Inspection and Control ‘Reviewed in Annual 
Municipal Report 


‘The annual report of the industelal 
section of the Municipal Report covers 
a wide area ina” very. thorough 
manner and will be found of great 
Interest, ‘specially by employers of 
Jabour, 

During the rst nine months of the 
year, it slates, industrial enterprises 
‘Buffered considerably from a. general 
depression. A returning purehasing. 
power in the interior, however, fol- 
Towing a good harvest after soveral 











years of poor crops, stimulated 
Shanghai factories, specially textile 
mills, Additional wages of textile 
workers, who constitute more. than, 





40 per cent. of the workers in Seltle- 
ment factories and workshops, in turn 
contributed to a demand for goods 
from other fietories, and hence to 
fan increased general industrial 
activity. The Shanghal Power Com 
‘pany’s oad rose (0 reach a high point 
in November, Owners of several 
factories Indicated thelr intention to 
extend: thelr operations. 
Factories in Rented Premises 

‘The publication during 1936 of “The 
Growth and Industrialization | of 
Shanghai," by Dr. D. K. Lieu, the 
facts In” whieh aire \ restricted to 
Chinese enterprises, gives important 
information not previously available. 
By’ far the greater number of Chinese 
factories are in rented premises: less 
than one third, —possibly one fourth, 
are" in premises wiiich are owned. 
‘Approximately 20 per cent. only arc 
financed by share ‘capital. ‘The re 
mainder depend” on bank toans, 
either on the premises if they are 
‘owned, or on the plant, or on raw 
materials or even on future finished 
soods. 

‘This speculative basis of capitaliza 
tion is one reason, why factories find 
ie "aimeutt to withstand economic 
adversity, and why closures and re~ 
Oganizationg are frequent. From the 
point of view of betterment of in~ 
Gustrial conditions, the effect is that 
there ig little money available even 
for those basic safely measures with- 
‘out which industry should not be 
carried on, 

‘Woges, which during 1995 were 
redueed by 10 per cent, or more in 
‘many enterprises, were restored in 
part during’ the latter part of 1936 
In some undertakings. One group of 
textile mills which had not reduced 
wages raised them nevertheless by 
Stper cent. in November. An inter- 
‘esting ‘statement in Dr. Lieu's study 
is that, 60 far as Chinese factories 
fare concerned, Wages constituteva 
very small part of the operation ex 
penses. Under such circumstances it 
‘would’ seem ‘that wage reduction

‘An emergency stop for rubber rolls 
is now working satisfactorily in five|

Research Collaboration 

‘The Industrial section has been 
again fortunate in being able to col- 
Taborate with research workers of 
the Henry Lester Institute of Medical 
Research in several studies contri- 
buting to a better understanding of 
Industrial hygiene problems, During 
1936 examination ‘of the health of 
workers in electric battery works, in 
type founding works, and enamel 
‘works, was undertaken, the results 
of which have not yet been published. 

‘A survey of the health of young 
workers In several trades found to 
be suffering during the summer from 
berl-beri and other diet deficiency 
diseases, has made known the fact 
that, in’ g situation where the food 
which they cat is the sole reward 
of many, ‘this food causes definite 
disease. "This finding would tend to 
show that ‘there ig an industrial 
hhygiene factor present in this clly 
which would be unknown as an in- 
Jdusirial hazard in the | West, and 
Marks the importance of 
studies in the early stages of develop~ 
‘ment of policy aimed at industrial 
health ‘improvement. 

Research workers of the Lester 
Institute aze planning to carry Into 
the fleld of prevention laboratory ex- 
periments which have saved the lives 
of several apprentices in the summer 
of 1936. It is proposed to operate a 
kitchen and to feed young workers 
from several factories on fo0d of 10 
greater cost than that now supplied, 
but such that it is hoped that de- 
elency disease can ‘be oliminated 
from the group during the summer 
of 1997." The industriat section, is, 
Assisting by. interesting owners of 
factories in the problem and obtain 
Ing their ready consent to co-operate, 


Lead Poisoning Wazard 
In addition, however, a definite 
jeffort has been made. to’ reduce the 
hazards of lead poisoning in printing 
shops and of the hazards "arising 
from the chrome acid baths in 
plating shops. ‘There are more than 
}400 printing establishments in the 
Settlement. Of these, ‘some 97 job 
printing stablishments using ead 
type have been visited, and both 
Owners and workers have been told 
of the dangers of lead poisoning. 
Phere are now known 10 be 52 plat- 
ing establishments who have chro- 
mium plating vats. In 50, vats are 
Alted with suitable exhaust to draw 
the fumes from the top of the tank. 
‘During the sittings of the housing 
sub-committee of the Public Works 
|Commitiee, a report was prepared 
leovering the housing erected by own- 
Jers of industrial enterprises for their 
workers’ use. In general it was 
Hfound that control of the houses has 
been difficult to achieve; the com- 
pounds have been invaded by other 
than workers in’ the factory, who 
sublet thelr houses, and as a result 
severe over-erowding exists, In 
Jonly about one third of the com- 
Pounds is the situation at all satis. 
factory. 
‘Two women social workers were 
appointed to two compounds, and in- 
itial months of their residence have 
shown that they are able to promote 
greater cleanliness and sense of group| 
responsibility for the ares.

RAINSTORM STRIKES 
SHANGHAI 


“City Pelted by Downpour: 
Low Plates Flooded 


Feb, 1 

One of the heaviest rains of the 
season was recorded in Shanghai yes- 
terday. ‘The downpour, which was 
‘accompanied “by a strengthening 
Wind, started on Saturday evening 
‘and was quite heavy during Satur- 
day night and the early part of yes- 
terday. The wind was particularly 
‘strong’ yesterday morning and carly 
‘afternoon and” blew many. street 
signs down and damaged. countless 
umbrellas, ‘Towards evening. both 
rain and wind subsided somewhat. 
‘The wind was from the northeast and 
cold. 

‘The rainfall measured at Holy 
‘Trinity Cathedral for the 24 hours 
ended at 7 o'clock yesterday evening 
‘was 1.26 inches. The lowest tempers 
ture there, for the same period, was

Application of the Act 

‘The Chinese: Government Factory 
‘Act applies only to enterprises where 
‘more than 30 workers are employed. 
It is in small shops where less than 
‘this number are to be found that un- 
paid boy workers are frequently used, 
Tt may thus be seen that a downward 
revision of the number which con- 
stitutes factory under the law will 
be necessary if young workers are to 
hhave the benefit of legal protection. 

In December, 1035, the Council ap- 
proved. a request from the Institute 
of Pacific Relations for an investiga~ 
tion into the standard of living ‘of 
Municipal and other similar em- 
ployees in Shanghai. ‘The industrial 
Section was instrucied to make the 
Investigation, in co-operation with the 
Institute, and to invite the co-opera- 
tion of public utility companies. 

‘The Shanghai Waterworks Co, and 
the Shanghai Power Co, indicated that 
av study would be of considerable 
value, specially if it could be assessed 
to what extent the wages of lower 
aid workers were sufficient for their 
heeds. Cordial co-operation was 
xziven by both enterprises, 

Tt'is understood that the Institute 
of Pacifle Refations will make avail- 
able a sum of money during 1537

COPPER SMUGGLING 
PROFITABLE 


Appreciation of Metal Being 
Exploited Here 


Because of the appreciation in the 
price of copper, ‘consequent upon the 
‘norldwide rise’ inthe price of basic 
commodities, a sucessful smuggler 
of Chinese copper coins may make a 
profit of about 40 cents on the dollar, 
the "Shanghai Nichi-Nichi" ald oh 
January 30. 

Rates in Dairen are about 1,900 
cash. whereas in Shanghai unoflclal 
deals are carried on the basis of 
2,600 to 2,850 cash. The official rate 
is dixed at 3,000. 

‘The local appreciation, the paper 
polnted out, is not seasonal as in the 
case of years before the “Chinese 
currency ‘reform when increased 
demand for copper coins before the 
Chinese New Year's brought a tem- 
porary rise, but reflects the general 
world-wide trend. 

Customs authorities are taking 
special precautions to prevent the 
‘outflow of these coins, having stopped 
seven boxes last weeic and five addi- 
tonal boxes on January 27. as they, 
were about to be smuggled out of 
the ‘country,

MORE BUSINESS DESPITE DEPRESSION 


Encouraging Report Issued by the Postal Remittances 
and Savings Bank 


Despite the continued economic 
depression, ame a disastrous summer 
food “affecting many areas of | the 
Middle and Lower Yangtze districts 
and the provinces of Honan and 
Shantung, satisfactory” increases were 
recorded in the business of the Postal 
Remittances & Savings Bank for the 
24th Fiseal year.

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TREND OF RECOVERY 
NOT HALTED 


Mr, R. McKenna’s Speech at 
Midland Bank Meeting 


London, Jan, 25. 

“I seems unlikely ‘that we 
have yet reached the stage at 
whieh the upward trend of industry 
and trade will be halted,” sald Mr. 
Reginald MeKenna, chairman of the 
Midland Bank, at the annual general 
meeting to-day. 

Many peopl2, he admitted, believed 
that the present recovery’ was not 
‘based on Solid foundations, in. view 
of labour shortage. excessive specula- 
tion and the possible adverse balance 
‘of international payments, but Mr. 
MeKenna’ dismissed all these con: 
siderations. 

‘The first, he said, was characteristic 
of all industries, while the second was| 
not dangerous in view of the loans| 
fof banks and. stock exchange which| 
‘are still well below 2% per cent. of 
deposits, which meant between one 
per cent. during times of depression 
and 4 per cent during the 1928 boom. 

‘The third factor, he declared, gave 
‘io eaust for alarm, since, when form- 
erly the total balance was ‘much in 
Britain's favour, the valance of, 
‘merchandise accounts was far more 
heavily against us. 

‘Hence, he added, any shorlage of 
receipts ‘was only likely to prove a 
temporary argument—which was very 
strongly borne out by the revelation 
thatthe Exchange Control Fund 
bought the largest quantities of gold 

n 1936, 
‘This showed that no “oficial _in- 
tervention was necessary for the sup- 
port of sterling, and it was even very 
probable that much of the demand 
for sterling from abroad was due to 
‘genuine trade account as opposed to 
capital account. 

‘The remedy for excessive specula~ 
ion, continued Mr. MeKenna, lay 
with the banks, who should” then 
Girectly restrict the quantity of eredit 
used. for speculation and continually 
watch for possible over-expansion of 
production of eapital goods. 

Tn conelusion, Mr. McKenna pointed: 
‘out, the ratio ‘of advances of com- 
mefeial banks to deposits now stood 
‘between 40 per cont, whereas it was| 
previously between 80 to 60 per cent., 
Which encouraged him to tnke a con:

So far, the aswer is not so bad, 
still’ the’ comparison made by the 
same correspondent, between the 
pharmaceutical degrees in England, 
France, Germany and Russia makes 
confusion more ‘confounded, on ai 
count of both inaccuracies und want 
of a common basis, 

One cannot say that there exists « 
real equivalence between diplomas. 
Issued under various conditions ro- 
xarding the initial instruction re- 
quired of would-be students as well 
fas thelr subsequent university. train 
ing. 

Contrarily to what Mr. Banat be- 
Hioves, “Aptickarskil Pomochnick™ is 
not translated in French | “Aide- 
Phormacien.” ‘This does not exist any 
more than Pomochnick Provisora. 
‘The proper name should be “Stay 
en Pharmacie,” and an Assistant is 
called “Préparateur.” While the 
former is a student who will qualify 
later, the latter is ‘an experienced 
employee working under the direc- 
tion and responsibility of a qualified 
pharmacist. 

‘As regards the degree of “Provi- 
sor,” such was obtained in pre-war 
Russia, by Apliekarskii Pomochnicks 
having a certain number of years of 
experience, and "who pasted ‘the 
proper examination. This degree 
Should correspond more or less to the 
‘old French qualification of “Pharma- 
tien de 2 éme classe” which entailed 

















Some limitations as regards the rights 
conferred. In Russia a Provisor was 








a responsible party in charge of a 
department at a “Magister,” who 
under certain conditions, was entitled 
to run his own dispensary. 

‘A “Magister.” otherwise “Aptiekar"” 
fg a fully qualified pharmacist. ‘This 
degree {Is “somewhat equivalent to 
elther that of "Pharmacien dv 1 re 
Classe” or “Pharmacien supéricur,” in 
Germany “Approblerter Apotheker;" 
but has nothing todo withya “Doc- 
teur en Pharmacie.” 

This last qualification is purely 
honorific, devoid of any particular 
rights and is granted to pharmacists 
following specialised researches on 2 
botanical, chemical or pharmaceutical 
subject. 

‘Whether or not. the above corres 
ponds in any way with the British 
qualifeation of Pharmacist, “Phar- 
maceuitieal Chemist or the more com 
mon name of Dispensing chemist is 
also a matter of discussion, and in 
fact, the whole question resolves into 
the’ following: in Shanghai, while 
some dispensaries are run by quall- 
fied men, others are in the hands 
of unqualified ones. But since this. 
fs a rather Ueklish proposition, on 
which the authorities hesitate to 
Togislate, the less said about it, the 
better ft Is It certainly docs not 
serve any purpose to agitate that 
question, Better let dead dogs Nie and 
Tot every Tom, Dick or Harry make 
sure of the ‘qualifications of the 
chemist whom he favours with his 
confidence. Matters will _arrang 
themselves in the long run to the 
satisfaction of every one concerned.

RUSSIAN CHEMISTS 
Qualification Explained 


‘To the Editor of the 
“Nonni-Cinxa Dany News” 
Sta—During the past week, there 
have appeared in your esteemed 
correspondence columns, letters con- 
cerning supposedly non-qualified 
Russian pharmacists. Your corres 
pondents ‘seem to have the wrong 
impression of the term “Pomochnik 
Provisora.” ‘The term “Pomochnik 
Provisora” is not a degree but mere- 
ly a synonym used by the Russian 
people of pre-war days for the 
degree oMeially known as “Aptickar- 

ski Pomochnik: 

‘A person wishing to get a degree 
of Aptickarski Pomochnik had to 
pass a University examination and 
then work for three years in a 
pharmacy. His three year period at 
fa pharmacy made him a responsible 
person, as he took full responsibility 
for every prescription that he under 
took. As for the pharmacies in 
‘Shanghal, managed by Aptiekarskil 
Pomochniks, there are more than 16 
fof them. Most of these pharmacies 
began operating here after 1017. 
Since then they have expanded and 
have served the Shanghai public 
to the latter's satisfaction, An 
obvious reason why these Aptiekarskii 
Pomochniks can not now gain the 
degree of “Provisor", is that the 
advent of the Soviets! in Russia has 
precluded any possibility of becom- 
ing a “Provisor”. 

In my opinion, the three, or s0, 
Provisors in Shanghai, are trying 10 
iseredit the Aptiekarskit, Pomochniks 
who have already had more than a 
decade and a half's experience, 
the co-operation of the  Shanghat 
Public. Moreover, to relieve your 
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readers of any misapprehension, the 
‘Aptickarskii Pomochniks are recor- 
hnized as qualified chemists .by the 
Chairman of the Shanghai Medical 
Association and registered with ‘the 
French authorities ‘here. 

‘Tt will certainly not servo ‘any 
purpose. to agitate on this question 
by individuals, If there is any 
‘agitating. to, be done, let it be done 
by the sutigrities concerned, other- 
wise, the genefal public will only be 
misled arid confused.

BANK OF MONTREAL 
ANNUAL REPORT 


Governor's Optimism About 
Canada’s Ability 
Frost Our Own Comssronoarr 


‘Montreal, Dee, 29. 

It ig customary at the annual moet- 
ing of the Bank of Mentreal for the 
president to summarize main develop- 
ments in the Canadian economic 
picture during the year, and to in- 
dicate what hope he sees for improve- 
ment in the year that lles ahead. ‘The 
‘addresses of Sir Charles Gordon, who 
hhas been president since 1928, ‘have 
‘been noted for thelr caution and, at. 
‘the ‘same time, for thelr unbounded 
‘optimism in the ability of the country 
to win through. 

‘This year Sir Charles had a 
brighter pleture to paint than he has 
for some time, and he gave a clear 
‘Outline of the lines along which re- 
covery has come. At the same time, 
he Issued a warning against the 
dangers of the great rise that has 
taken place on the stock market, and 
ssald that he hoped that the lessons 
Tearned. In 1929'and 1930 might be 
remembered before conditions. arlse 
that would precipitate another erash. 

‘One signifeant change since 1928 
that has a distinet bearing on banking 
‘was revealed by Sir Charles when he 
pointed out that In that year com- 
merelal loans amounted to 45. per 
cent. of the bank's deposits and in- 
vestiments to 15 per cent; now the 
commercial loans aggregate only 21 
per cent. and the investments 64 per 
cent. This has necessitated a. great 
change in the internal organization of 
the bank, for ithas become somewhat 
in the nature of an investment trust, 
And since nearly 70 per cent, of the 
bank's deposits are savings deposits 
upon which interest is paid, there has 
been .a .considerable “drop vin .the 
amount available for dividends, 

‘The forees of recovery have. been 
strongly in evidence during 1936, and 
there have been. five. fundamental 
atures in Canada—the recovery in 
agriculture, the extraordinary activity 
in mining, ‘the all-time Tecord. in 
newsprint ‘production, ‘the gratitying 
Inerease in the tourist trade and the 
striking expansion in the export trade. 


‘Marked Business Recovery 

It fs notable that the recovery has 
been marked in every section of the 
country, although for slightly dliferent 
Feasons. Only on the prairies has 
there been any considerable lag, and 
‘even there the wide advance in the 
Price of wheat has resulted in the 
Value of this year’s erop being greater 
than that of last year, despite its 
‘smaller bulk. Further, the carry-over 
hhas been sharply reduced and might 
bbe almost dissipated within another 
year i¢ the world wheat crop is again 
Small. 

In one phase of industry recovery 
ia Just beginning to manifest. Hself, 
while in another it has hardly shown 
true signs of advance os yet. The 
capital goods industry, that which 
Supplies ‘the requirements for pro- 
duetion, is now entering a phaso of 
istinct expansion. Perhaps the most 
Significant feature of this because it 
{is bosic fs the great stride taken in 
the steel Industry in the past month 
‘of s0. Orders have been pouring in 
fon ‘the mills to such an extent that 
the annual ‘shutdown for repairs is 
being greatly curtailed. Tn the con- 
struction industry there is still 9 lag 
which affects a great body of workers 
in a number of allied trades. 


Home, Improvement Plan 

It Is the plight of tho construction 
industry that has attracted the full 
allention of the National Employment 
‘Commission, and has resulted in three 
plans that are being sponsored by the 
Government to aid expansion. ‘There 
is the Home Improvement Plan, under 
which owners may borrow money at 
very low rate in order to carry out 
Fepairs and renovations, ‘There is a 
proposed low-cost housing develop- 
ment, involving the tearing down of 
‘existing slum areas in the large cities. 
And there is an Improved Dominion 
Housing Act suggested to provide for 
‘those who can afford to purchase a 
‘medium-priced home on a long-term 
payment basis. 

‘All of these are directed towards 
stimulating employment in the build 
ing trades and It is the hope that 
within the next few months the num- 
ber employed will greatly increase. 

Forelgn trade has shown a gratify. 
ing inerease in the year that is clos- 
ng, and {t is generally felt that it has 
been alded by the trade agreement 
entered into with the United States. 
‘The existing trade treaty between 
Canada and Great Britain te due to 
be revised during the coming year, 
and there will be confleting opinions 
regarding ‘what action should be 
taken, Certain manufacturers are 
already agitating for increases in the 
tariff. as they feel they have not now 
suMicient protection.

Melbourne, Jan. 1.

Tt affects 
only the exchange of wool and 
fextites and negotiations will be 
continued 6 arrange for trade in 
fother commodities on more satisfac- 
tory terms, 

‘Negotiations to arrange a com- 
prehensive trade ‘were in pro- 
gress when Australia's adoption. of 
fig new trade diversion pollcy last 
May precipiiated a crisis. new 
policy’ restricted imports of Japancse 
fextiies and Japan promptly re 
fallated by restricting imports of 
Australian’ wool, Australia replied 
with further resirictions on imports 
of textiles, and since then negotla~ 
tions have dragged on in an at 
mosphere of tension and uncertainty 
that’ was detrimental both to trade 
and friendly relations between two 
countries, whoso economic Interest 
Jare largely complementary.

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INCONSEQUENCES

‘The survivors of the band of dis- 
tinguished British War Correspon- 
dents on the Western. Front, known 
as the “Big Five,” are reduced to 
two, Sir William Beach~Thomas and 
Sir Philip Gibbs, by the death of 
Sir Perelval Phillips who has been 
Preceded in his passing by Sir 
Perry Robinson, of “The Times" 
and Sir Herbert’ Russell of Reuters. 
Phillips represented the "Daily Ex~ 
press,” Gibbs the “Daily Chronicle” 
and ' Beach-Thomas the “Daily 
Mail." ‘Their special distinction 
‘was recognized by the award to| 
each of them the Knight Com- 
mandership of the Order of the 
British Empire, a decision which 
had peculiar’ importance tor 
Phillips, An American by birth, he 
had gravitated to London under a 
scheme for the interchange of 
Journalists by the two countries. 
He had retained his American’ 
nationality even though his attach. 
ment to the British press had be- 
come, as he once put it, a settled 
habit, but when the news came that 
‘Majesty had been recommended, 
to award the K.BE. to each of the 
“Big Five," Phillips’ colleagues 
were exceedingly anxious that he 
should not be prevented from ac- 
cepting it, His naturalization as 
British subject was hurriedly ar- 
yanged and the honour duly 
bestowed. Some crities held that 
the claims of other correspondents 
might also have been fittingly given 
the same consideration: Percival 
Landon, Ward Price, Edmund 
Candler were names ’ frequently 
cited in making this criticism. 
‘Nevertheless no criti denied the 
merits of the five Knights of Fleet 
Street, If five had to be the mystie 
number, the choice could hardly be 
impugned. 








In his own way, each Knight was| 
representative as well as endowe: 
with individual gifts peculiarly 
deserving of distinction, “Russell— 
son of « great journalist and brother 
of a leading actor, Scott Russell of 
“Beggar's Opera” fame—was a true 
Londoner and working journalist of 
the type which has formed th 
backbone of Fleet Street news 
‘ageney work, Perry Robinson, also 
the son of a journalist who had 
made his name in India, was the 
essence of the Printing House 
Square tradition — scholar and 
diplomat in his way. Gibbs was the 
product of literary’ journalism—he 
had been one of the glaxy of talent 
which suffered in the brilliant 
failure to make the “Tribune” a 
Liberal daily newspaper and his 
“Street of Adventure” tells that 
tragic tale. Beach-Thomas, who 
now delights a select reading public 
in the “Spectator” with his notes on 
nature study, followed in the trail 
blazed by G. W. Stevens. 

Phillips was the greatest news 
Journalist of them all. His 

+ despatches were models of con- 
ciseness, He had the art of appear- 
ing to eschew literary formalisin 
and yet fulfilling the baste demands 
of narrative. He could get down 
to the kernel of u situation with an 
unerring rapidity which owed 
much, of course, to an amazing sue- 
cession of experiences in every 
troubled phase of current history, 
but more to his own natural genius 
for discarding non-essentlals, 

‘He entered the game young. ‘The: 
son of a Pennsylvanian doctor, he 
was born in Brownsville on July 
2, 1877, educated at Pittsburg Uni- 
versity and at the age of 18 plunged 
info the whirl of his native press. 
Within two years he was writing 
despatches from the fleld in the 
Greco-Turkish War of 1897, He 
vepresented his “home town” paper 
‘on condition that the expenses were 
negligible.” He bought a.bicycle and 
on it laid the foundations of what 
‘was to prove to bea forty-year long 
reputation as war correspondent, 
Even then about that time he was 
no stranger to Shanghai, “He 
covered the Russo-Japanese war, 
making Shanghai his headquarters, 
and his reminiscences of that period 
are historical. It was he, also, who 
covered the Abyssinian War of 
1935-36 for the “Daily Telegraph” 
and, neidentally, brought that 
Journal the biggest. individual 














triumph of the campaign in the| 
disclosure of the attempted oil deal 
by a financier named Ricketts, 

‘To record the pre-war career of 
Phillips is to take the history of| 
Europe and America and maric off 
‘the successive disturbances of in- 
ternational calm as they emerged 
Into public gaze. Soon, the arrival 
of Phillips at any particular spot 
on the globe, in whatever hemis- 
phere, portended the imminence of 
‘some catastrophe or crisis. One of 
his colleagues on the Northcliffe 
press, J.MN, Jeffries, called him an’ 
‘accoucheur-en-chef des événements 
‘mondials, because he had “ushered. 
Into the world I do not know how | 
‘many crises and campaigns and re~ 
volutions or pageants of nations.” 
‘He sorved American journalism until

who happened to have special local 
knowledge his friend and-ally. He 
gave help as readily as he invited 
it He was neither “fippant. nor 
pretentious. In the moments of 
formality or special strain he had 
eee os ee oe 
ment on professional routine to 
break the tenseness, He somehow 
managed to get to the right place

Dearing to assert himself or be out- 
witting either authority or his col- 
Teagues. He kept his despatches 
free from effusive “trimmings” and, 
he was never disposed to allow the 
Photographie accuracy of his vision 
to be obscured by facile emotion.

quality was given by his account of| 
the moment when the Armistice

He acduired the 
confidence of Lord Rothermere and 
in 1922 went over to the “Daily 
Mall,” and, as that journal's re- 
presentative, he made the acquain- 
tance of China, He was on the spot 
in the siege of Hankow in 1926 and, 
his despatches did great service in 
bringing the complexities of the; 
situation in China to the attention| 
of the British public. Later he: 
‘came to Shanghai and told the story 
of the coming of the Defence Force 
and the troubles of 1927 in vivid 
language and fidelity. Shanghai 
ever had a warm place in his heart. 
In his Inter world tours he frankly’ 
Yooked upon this city as an old, 
‘acquaintance from whom he could. 
get something more than the; 
‘material for newspaper despatches. 
Shanghai he called the “Incredible 
City,” half a day in which was| 
“equal to a week with Alice in 
Wonderland.” His mastery of the| 
epigram seemed to be specially 
stimulated here. He understood the 
view of the Old China Hand and 
the eager Chinese intellectual alike.

He had re- 
covered from a serious illness and 
had resumed his _globe-covering 
which had brought him to China for 
the last time, Lord Rothermere 
wanted changes in the staff of the 
ally Mail.” An amicable parting 
was arranged and the terms were 
‘said to illustrate the generosity of 
Lord Rothermere’s dealings with his 
trusted men. From Northeliffe 
House to the “Daily Telegraph” 
‘where Lord Camrose had given his 
newly-acquired dally paper in Fleet 
Street a magnificent setting was a 
short step. Phillips was persuaded 
to take it. In due course the change 
planted him in Addis Ababa, where 
news was dispensed in bizarre con- 
ditions which put a premium on the 
sensation as distinct from the ac- 
curate. Young’ heroes of the new 
Journalistic dispensation were striv- 
ing to win thelr spurs. On the 
other side of the fray at Asmara 
was a similar congregation of 
modern reporters, with here and 
there a veteran’ or two—among 
them David Fraser of “The Times” 
who had South African fighting and 
his Russo-Japanese war experiences 
to set off against Phillips’ Greco- 
Turkish Campaign of 1897, In 
Addis Ababa Phillips, for the 
“Daily Telegraph,” calmly annexed 
‘the only real big story of the cam- 
aign under the very noses of his 
young rivals. It would be interest- 
ing to know what the news room 
of the “Daily Malt” said when it| 
known that the new recruit to| 
the Camrose flag had “wiped the 
eye” of all competitors. 

‘Abyssinia was not the last of 
Phillips’ adventures, He was soon 
removed from that scene of action 
‘when the inevitable victory of| 
Badoglio was apparent. Disturbed 
Europe called him. A few. weeks 
‘ago he was in Spain and unravel- 
ling the tragic absurdities of that 
International Naval and Military 
‘Tournament. It seems that, on a 
brief holiday in London, he was 

1ught by the influenza epidemle, so 
‘a man who had tested his vitality 
in every conceivable climate and 
upheaval, fell to the challenge of a 
homely domestic scourge. 


Of Phillips the journalist it is not 
sufficient “to write.

NANCHANG AND KINGTEHCHEN 


Prosperous Future for Both Kiangsi Cities: Art of 
Making Porcelain: Unsophisticated Citizens 


By W. Lawson 


Atier entering Kiangsi one passes 
through “fine mountain scenery, a 
quite thickly populated country with 
Picturesque’ villages nestling under 
the hillsides, The Red armies only 
passed through this distriet and never 
‘actually held it, so that little damage 
was done to the villages. ‘The only 
reminders -of the anti-Communist 
campaigns are the blockhouses 
‘erected along the road on every com- 
manding point, and Red slogans that 
had been rubbed out on the walls and 
often replaced by anti<Communist 
propaganda, ‘This part of Kiangs! is, 
however, by no means free of bandits, 
‘and the country to the north of the 
ond was said to be unsafe, 

‘The hotel was built at the time when 
Gen. Chiang Kal-shek had his head- 
quarters here and when great hopes 
were being placed on the future of 
the city, ‘The saying "Ils an il-wind 
that blows nobody any good” applies 
very aptly to the Communist inva 
sion of Klangsi, “For in consequence 
of this invasion ‘Nanchang became not 
only the Generalissimo's headquarters 
But also the concentration point of 
largo Government armies who 
brought much money into the place. 
In those days ‘Nanchang. grew and 
Mourlshed exceedingly. 

‘With the end of the anti-Communist 
campaign ‘the armies and  liead- 
‘Quarters were withdrawn, and Nan- 
chang was left high and dry. For a 
time. there was a great slump. in 
rents and house property. To-day 
the city makes a rather forlorn and 
athetle impression, with its fine 
brond streets, its. ambitious lights 
signal boxes, its bricked-in lakes and 
imposing madern shops, It reminds 
fone of a stout person who has suc 
cessfully undergone a reducing cure 
fand whose garments. In consequence

Hesldents are Optimists 
Nevertheless, despite this une 
deserved setback, the people of Nan- 











large crowds collected outside any 
shop 1 entered, while in the main 
street at all hours of the day a large 
erowd stood listening gapingly to a 
loud-speaker that had recently been 
installed in a shop. Lack of com- 
munications probably accounts for the 
backwardness of the place which lies 
ina mountainous distriet with few 
roads and many bandits. Until the 
motor-road was opened within the 
Tast two years, the only safe method 
of travel to the large centres, such 
a5 Nanchang and Kiuklang, was 2 
seven or eight days journey by boat 
‘That the city lives for and by the 
potteries is at once obvious; If one 
fakes a stroll through its narrow 
Janes, up and down whieh, at. all 
hours of the day, there pass steady:

with clay’ bricks, fire-wood, or bowls 
of baked and unbaked porcelain, 





Named After Emperor 

‘The name of the town is said to 
have been taken from that of the 
Sung Emperor King Teh (1,004-1,008 
AD.), though the manufacture of por- 

‘there actually goes back a 
ood deal earlier, probably (0 the 
early “Tang Dynasty, about the 
seventh or. eighth centuries. The 
height of its artistle prowess and its 
corresponding prosperity was reached 
during the reigns of the three great 
Manchu Emperors: Kang Hsi, Yung 
Cheng and Chien Lung. 

By the beginning of the 19th cen- 
ury the quality of the porcelain had 
begun to fall off, partly owing to the 
fact that the claypits in the nelgh- 
outing hills had become exhausted, 
and parily because the later emperors 
‘had not the same appreciation of art 
4 thelr great predecessors. ‘The nal 
blow was given to the industry in 
the "Afties of last century when’ the 
town was taken by the Taipings and 
‘almost entirely destroyed,

‘Atter this disastrous visliatlon during 
Which the population is said to have 
decreased from 35 to 25,000,000, the 
work of rehabilitation has naturally 
cost enormous sums which have been 
fa great drain on the slender resources 
‘of the province, 


Kinglehichen, Home of Poreciain 
Kingtehchen, the famous pottery’ 
town, is situated on the Chang River, 
east "of Poyang Lake, about eight 
hours run by bus from Nanchang. Tt 
Hies ina hollow of the hills, and the 
first glimpse one. catches afar of its 
forest of chimneys gives one the Im- 
pression of an important manufactur 
Ing centre, In actual fact It is quite 

+ avsmall, untidy town of less than 
20,000 inhabitants, with only one 
‘modern street Just recently widened. 
“Ils citizens are remarkably un. 
sophisticated: for the first time dur- 
Ing my trip T was followed about in 
the streets by inquisitive groups and 


it has since then attained was the 
mediocre Hunghsien porcelain which 
‘was specially manufactured in 1015/16 
for the new dynasty that was to have 
been founded by Yuan Shih-kal, In 
recent years Kingteh suffered further 
setbacks, having beon twice raided 
‘aud sacked by Communists. 

Unsafe for Foreigners 
Tt was on the last occasion, in 
Decomber 1924, that the two Ameri- 
can missionaries, Mr. and Mrs. Stam, 
Who were stationed in the eily, were 
cruelly murdered. Since then no for- 
elgners have resided here, Even to- 
day the surrounding cuuniry is very 
unsafe. Only a day before I was 
through there a police officer who 
was searching a bus on the Nanchang. 
Kingteh Highway for suspects was 
shot dead by two robbers—his police 
ran away—who then proceeded to 





rob the passengers, The  chaulfeur 
‘and a passenger who cen par 
in the affair joined our bus in the 
late afternoon and deseribed the in- 
eldent with much gusto and wealth 
fof detail to the delight of the other 
Passengers. 

‘But an uncomfortable silence fel!

Pottery-Making 


‘The following “rough notes on the 
process of making porcelain at the

Kingtehchen potteries may perhaps 
bbe of interest, though they make no 
claim to be an accurate or {echnical 
account, ag they are based merely 
on personal observation, 

Tt must be noted first of all that 
these potteries are not a government 
concern, but a collection of numerous 
separale private enterprises, More- 
over, porcelain is not manufactured 
‘out as a single process from start to 
‘nish by any one company. Each 

rt of the operations is an entirely: 
independent business carried out by 
a number of different individual 
firms. ‘That is to say there are: 
() ‘the furnaces, which do nothing 
else but bake the pollery for other 
firms at so much a plece, according 
to size; (2) the so-called factories 
where the rough, unbaked. produet Ix 
turned out. ‘These, again, are divided 
Into separate classes, each of whieh 
does Its own special kind of work: 
some turn out only the ordinary Chi- 
nese rice bowls, others only tea-pols, 
others only vases, others only fgures 
and others only the larger stuff, Each 
fof these factories sends ite output 
to the furnaces to be baked; (3) the 
shops who buy the plain,” finished 
porcelain from the factories, decorate 
it with coloured glaze and send it 
Back to the furnace to be baked 
again; (4) and finally the firms 
which buy the Anished goods from 
shops and attend only to the export 
business. 

‘Al these are entirely separate and 
independent concerns, 














Clay Imported from Anhwel 
‘The clay for which Kingieh was 
once famous has now been worked 
out, ond today most of it comes 
from Chimen in" Anbwel, Tt is 
brought to the factories in the form 
of bricks which are there crushed by 
hand. The resulting powder is carc- 
lessly washed and made into a thick 
paste of the consistency of suet. This

Divisional Commissioner (or the 
Board of Revenue in Madras) for 
revision; and the Commissioner had 
Glseretion to entertain stich applica- 
tions even if the amount of tax was 
less. Both the Collector and Commis- 
sioner had power to eall for evidence, 
fle, but only at the instance of the 
petitioners or to verify facts alleged 
by them, 
Smooth Working 

‘The Collector had power to com- 
pound the assessment with an. as 
Sessee—whether an individual oral 
Company—for a number of years. It} 
seems unnecessary to detail the 
varlous minor amendments that were 
made to this Act from time. to time, 
This simple machinery provided by 
this Act worked smoothly enough so 
ong as the rate of tax was low. The 
rates fixed in 1886 were fixed with 
close reference to the cesses on land 
that had been imposed in the seventies 
of that centitry. So long as these low 
Fates were in foree, slight inequalities 
{in assessment did not very much 
matter—either to the taxpayers of to 











then taken by other workmen, placed 
‘on wooden forms and cut and ‘seraped 
to the exact size. ‘They are then 
laced on planks under the roof 10 
dry. ‘The next thing is to apply the 
laze which looks like cream. 

‘The bowl or teapot or whatever it 
may be is wiped over with a wet 
brush and then dipped carefully and 
slowly into the glaze. This operation 
requires considerable skill, in order 
to ensure a glaze of consisient thick- 
ness all over. After having again 
been left to dry, the bowls which at 
this period of the operation are very 
brittle are ‘hicked up by means of 
‘Bamboo strips and ‘placed in round 
containers of fre-clay; each piece In 
a separate container’ on a special 
Found flat base of clay. 


Meated to 3,000 Degrees 
‘Tho furnace is a large square 
chamber of fire-brick. It is packed 
full with alternate piliars of contain- 
rs and piles of pine wood, ‘This is sot 
alight and kept burning by. con- 
tinuous hand-feeding for 28 hours, 0 
hheat of 3,000° being engendered, This 
method ‘of baking the porcelain 
which, it is said is both ineMeient 
‘tnd costly, dates from the oldest 
times. In ‘those days Kingleh was 
surrounded by thick forests and wood 
consequently was easily obtainable. 

But in the course of centuries these 
forests were cut down and as 
nowadays it is necessary to go ever 
further afield, in order to obtain the 
vast supplies’ of wood required for 
feeding these furnaces, wood has now 
become a very expensive item, ‘The 
furnace people, however, assured me 
that it was impossible to use coal, a5 
coal smoke discoloured the porcelain, 

When taken out of the furnaces 
the finished product is the white, 
smooth, glossy porcelain, as we know 

‘This. Is. packed loose in. baskets 
taken back (0 the factories or 
ops, where the coloured glaze is 
applied by skilled workers. It is 
then sent back to the furnace for a 
second baking. 

I was disappointed with the porce- 
lain I saw at Kingteh; itis the poorest 
Kind of stuf both as to colour and 
design. It seemed to me that the 
otteries have, so to sey, fallen be~ 
tween two stools: they have lost the 
art of even imitating with any toler 
able approach to reality the colour- 
ing and designs of the old, classical 
styles, while, at the same time, they 
have’ not made the very slightest 
attempt to change the shapes or 
patlerns In any” way and produce 
poreelain suitable to modern taste. 

‘The Kiangsi authorities appear to 
take a similar view, for they have 
established a Pottery Bureau—under 
the joint control of the Ministry of 
Industries at Nanking—which is. in 
vestigating into. the processes of 
manufacture and Is trying, by precept 
‘and example, to reform the porcelain 
industry. ‘The Bureau has a model 
works of ils own with a coal furnace, 
‘experimental laboratories, and 
training school for boys to teach them 
painting and design, ‘The main 
tivities of the Bureau are directed to: 
(a) teaching the potteries to clean 
their clay and other materials pro- 
perly, (b). improving shapes ‘and 
colours, (¢) introducing modern de 
signs, (@) Introducing the use of coal 
and machinery and (@) improving 
sales, by instituting sales agencies in 
the larger cities, by improving com= 
munications, and” by. re-building 
Kingteh, so as to make it a more 
altractive place for buyers to come 10. 

‘The oficials of the Buresu were 
hopeful of eventually putting the 
polteries on a. sound footing once 
ore, but it is going to take time, as 
the people are very stubborn and 
conservative, and it is very dimict

Mountains) in southern | Anhwet 
which visited this month, rises 
‘7000 feet above sea level. ‘The group 
hag some of the most ruggedly 
majestic scenery found in any of the 
northern, coastal or central provinces 
of China, 

‘Until recently Huang Shan was not! 
easily accessible for people in the 
rent cllles of China, much less in 
the more distant-parts of the world. 
Most of the distance from Hangchow 
to Huang Shan could be covered in 
slow golng boats on the river or by 
sedan chair from Wuhu or Tatukow, 
‘opposite Anking, along the Yangtze. 
But that took too much time. It is 
‘sald that the people who founded

TO BE OR NOT TO BE? 


‘Aller: & Unwin, 

‘This book has as its thesis the re- 
jection of the belief in immortality, 
a belief which the author considers 
harmful to mankind inasmuch as it 
diveris atlention from: the life here 
‘and now—the only life of which we 
have any knowledge—and thus leads 
fo the neglect of the struggle for the 
betterment of world conditions as 
they exist to-day. “It contains the 
hilosophy of life which is the result 
‘of the thought and experience of a 
‘man who has had ‘a distinguished 
career, 

In the opening chapters we are re- 
minded of the philosophy of Bergson 
by the distinction drawn between 
real time, or duration, and artificial 
UUme used by man for the purpose 
‘measurement. His discussion of man’ 
sense of duration is interesting. He 
considers it asa sixth sense whieh 
exists in addition to the other ve 
senses, and regards it as something 
Peculiar to man's eonselousness. This 
sense of duration however is In- 
imately connected with our life here 
and now, and is not fitied for ony 
other sphere of existence. 

‘After. expounding the sense of 
duration, “categories of time, the 
senses, ‘variations In the sense of 
duration, and images of time, he 
comes to the heart of his subject— 
the belief in immorality. Ho 
describes the various forms in which 
the belief has existed, and criticizes 
the attempts made in modern theology 
lg restate and reinterpret the belicf, 
claiming that they only make con-

His Strongest Arguments 

Strangely enough his strongest 
arguments are the following: In the 
frst place, the dificulty of concelv- 
ing what a future stale of existence 
may be like, He seems to think we 
should be able to form: some clear 
heeption of it. Tt is significant that 
‘Jesus Christ never argued about im- 
‘mortality, but based His boliet in it 
on His bellef in God. “God is not 
the god of the dead ui of the living.”
